1991 SESSION conimued trom page 11 
ing against advanced nurse practitioners in 
their reimbursement policies. 

A third nursing initiated bill on the 1991 
Agenda will allow the determination of 
death by registered nurses in accordance 
with organizationa! policies developed with 
input from both medical and nursing staffs. 
The agenda also includes a statement of 
intent to reintroduce legislation which 
emphasizes the role of the registered nurse 
in management, coordination, supervision, 
and provision of public school health 
services. The intent of this legislation will 
be to ensure the adequate provision of 
school health services to all Texas children. 

Numerous other issues are addressed in 
the 1991 Nursing Legislative Agenda which 
is presented in this issue. The broad scope 
of these issues reinforces the importance of 
nursing’s role in health care. Nursing’s 
positions and actions in the legislative arena 
will not only impact the future of nursing 
in Texas but also the health care of Texas 
citizens.
